I apologize for the delay in replying to your letter of 
November 8, 1984. I am pleased to report that what has transpired at the 
Commission in respect of the cabooseless train issue represents an approach 
very much in line with the recommendation adopted by the General Committee 
of the Mississauga City Council on November 5, 1984. 


This matter came to us earlier this year in applications from 
both transcontinental railways and, judging from what we had heard previously 
on the radio, the matter had been in the wind for some months. I immediately, 
as Chairman of the Committee, notified the railways and al! potential parties, 
including of course, the railway unions, that this matter would be heard publicly 
in open court. This notification was given by telex and released to the media. 


That was to be a hearing, cross-country, on the merits or 
otherwise, of cabooseless train operation. 


Meanwhile, there was to be, in preparation for the hearings on 
the merits, a test period covering the operation of freight trains with no 
caboose. When the railway unions responded to that with the contention that 
testing itself was unsafe, we decided to put the issue of testing to the public 
hearing process as a preliminary step. 


That first hearing phase -- addressing the question: is it safe 
to test cabooseless operation of freight trains? -- has now proceeded, hearings 
having been held this month in Hull and Moncton, with two further hearings to 
come, in early January '85, in Winnipeg and Vancouver. 


I had hoped to preside at these hearings but as my Commission 
was running out it became apparent that I could not. Commissioners 
3.F. Walter (chairing, and who will succeed me as Chairman of

Research) and Michael Landers comprise the panel. Even if they decide that, 
subject to whatever precautions may be considered necessary, cabooseless 
trains can be tested, the results of those tests, together with all other relevant 
evidence adduced by parties who wish to appear, will be assessed some 

months -- perhaps a year -- from now, at the cross-country hearings on the 
merits of the cabooseless train. 


I can assure you that the Commission's deliberations on this 
matter will proceed in a thoughtful and careful manner and that not only 
savings but the safety of the railway employees and the public will weigh 
heavily in our determination of what, ultimately, should be done.

MOE is prepared to provide assistance for certain speci fied communities in 
Regional Municipalities on a shared basis with the regional governments.

Regional Municipality - 25% 
Area Municipality - 15% 


Where the community population is over 1,000 but under 7,500:

Award of MOE's grant will be subject to the Regional Municipalities providing its 
share of the cost. 


1.4 Engineering Studies 


MOE will now contribute towards the cost of engineering reports (design reports, 
environmental study and environmental reports) and final design based on the 
condition that MOE participates in the preparation of the terms of reference and 
approves the final report. 


The above grant for engineering cost is only applicable to Direct Grant projects. 
Rural water pipeline extensions are excluded. 


Definition of Community (Applies to 1.2 and 1.3) 


Normally the grant will be calculated on the total assessed population of the 
municipality. Within a municipality a problem area may be defined as 4a 
“community” for grant purposes, if it meets the following criteria: 


A “community” must have geographic identity, contain permanent 
residences and be spatially separated (i.e., 2.0 k.m. from adjacent 
“community"). Residential density must not be less than 2.5 
es hectare or for strip development, 35 residences/ 
kilometre. 


2.0 GRANT FOR RURAL WATER PIPELINE EXTENSIONS 


A new grant program is now in place to assist the construction of water pipeline 
extensions in rural areas outside urban boundaries. 


MOE's Grant: 25% a cost (approved cost - eligible cost net of other 
grants). 


Each rural water pipeline extension is subject to approval of the Ministries of 
Agriculture and Food and of Municipal Affairs and Housing. 
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The municipality will carry out all necessary administrative formalities 
concerning the OMB and others, complete final design of the works and submit 
final contract documents to MOE to ensure compliance with the conditions in the 
Certificate of Approval. 


Grant requests must be made by October 1, for work intended to be constructed in 
the following year. Failure to request a grant commitment within the specified 
time limits may result in rejection of the project for funding in that year. 


The municipality will arrange for the calling of tenders and the award of the 
contract. Grant monies may only be drawn in the fiscal year assigned. 


For direct grant projects MOE will provide project management services to 
municipalities if so requested. In some cases project management by MOE may be a 
prerequisite for grant eligibility. If project management is considered, 
municipalities should contact MOE at the earliest opportunity in the project. 


COST EFFECTIVE REVIEW 


To ensure maximum utilization of grant funds, projects receiving financial 
assistance may be subject to cost effective review by MOE staff. Grant payments 
will be made on the most acceptable least cost alternative. Consultants and 
municipalities should co-operate fully with MOE staff carrying out such review. 


PAYMENT PROCEDURES 


Engineering Report Cost (Terms of Reference Approved by MOE) 


- 50% of the calculated grant on the submission of the report 
- Balance of the calculated grant on acceptance of report by MOE 


Engineering Design Cost 


Following the acceptance of the report, the Ministry will provide grant funding 
towards the cost of engineering design. Quarterly draws can be made by the 
municipalities based on estimated expenditures by the consultant, adjusted by 
actual expenditures. 


Capital Cost 
a) Direct Grant and Rural Water Pipeline Extensions Program 


Following the award of the contract(s), the municipality will submit a list of 
bidders and prices, council resolution regarding tender award and claim form 
showing eligible expenditures and calendar quarter projections of expenditures to 
MOE. The MOE grant will be based on the lowest valid tender received. A 
holdback of 10% of the grant will be retained by the Province pending receipt of 
the municipality's certified statement of final cost and audit of same. 


Municipalities receiving grants will be required to submit claims in the fiscal 
year for which the grant allocation has been made. 


b) Private Systems Renewal Program 


Up to twenty-five per cent of the total grant eligible cost of construction wil] 
be payable to the approved applicant in advance. 
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Further interim grant advances up to 90% of the grant eligible cost will be made 


as required to ensure that the applicant has sufficient funds on hand to pay for 
work in progress as it becomes completed. 


Release of the 10% holdback of grant eligible cost will 


be subject to the 
completion of the MOE's audit. 


Projects under all programs are subject to audit. The Ministry reserves the 
right to audit the municipality's cost records at any time. 
IMPLEMENTATION 


Projects where tenders have been awarded before April 1, 1985 will receive 
assistance according to the old grant calculation. 


Projects where tenders are awarded on or after April 1, 1985, but before April 1, 
1986, will receive assistance either under the old or under the new calculation, 
whichever is more advantageous to the municipality. 


Projects where tenders are awarded on or after April 1, 1986 will receive 
assistance under the new calculation.

Subject: Applying to change the level of flood 
protection within a watershed 





As you will recall, on October 1, 1984, I announced several new 
directions for flood plain management in Ontario. I indicated that 
the option would exist to apply to change the level of flood 
protection for a watershed provided certain conditions were met. 


To help ensure a consistent approach for requests to change the 
level of protection, the enclosed procedures have been developed. 
These procedures will be applied uniformly throughout the Province. 


I would like to stress that a request to change the level of flood 
protection is optional. Where the existing level of protection for 
a watershed is acceptable, no action is required. However, if 
interest is expressed by one or more municipalities in requesting 
a change, then it is expected that all municipalities and the local 
Conservation Authority will make their views known to me. 


As you may be aware, work is proceeding on the drafting of new 
policies for flood plain management. Opportunities for public input 
will be made and the policies will ultimately be issued as a provincial 
policy statement under the Planning Act. However, until that time, 

the existing policies remain in effect, subject to any changes in the 
level of flood protection that may be approved. 


Work is also proceeding on the preparation of technical criteria 

to assist in standardizing the calculation of flood lines. Once 
finalized, it is expected that all new flood line studies across 
Ontario from that point on will be undertaken in accordance with the 
technical criteria established. 


I would like to assure you that every effort is being made to have 
the new policies and related guidelines finalized as quickly as possible.

APPLYING TO CHANGE THE LEVEL OF 4-4 


FLOOD PROTECTION WITHIN A WATERSHED 


On October |, 1984, the Minister of Natural Resources announced future 
directions for floodplain management. Concerning the level of flood protection to 
be afforded the citizens of Ontario, the minimum standard will now be that which 
has the probability of occurrence of once in every |00 years, subject to the 
following overriding conditions: 


- flooding problems must be managed on a watershed basis; therefore, 
changes to the existing standard will only be considered by the Minister of 
Natural Resources with the consent of a significant majority of 
municipalities within a specific watershed; and 


- the lowering of the flood protection standard, in any part of Ontario to a 
standard where past history of flooding reveals that a higher criterion 
would be more appropriate, will not be considered. 


Costs associated with changes in the level of flood protection, i.e. re-mapping, 
flood studies, etc., will be eligible for funding under the normal provincial grant 
programs. 

Conservation Authorities and MNR Regional offices, where Conservation 
Authorities do not exist, will be responsible for co-ordinating requests for 
changes. 


NOTE: For territories without municipal organization, planning boards, where 
they exist, will assume the responsibilities identified for "municipalities" 
within the context of this process. For territories without municipal 
organization that do not have planning boards, requests to change the 
level of flood protection will be made directly to the Minister of Natural 
Resources by interested parties.

To facilitate requests for changes in the level of flood protection, the following 
sequence will be followed:

. when considering requesting a change in the level of flood protection, 


the initiating municipality will first provide a suitable forum for public 
input for which prior notice is given to the general public. 


A request made to the Minister of Natural Resources to consider a 
change will be in the form of a council endorsed resolution. The 
resolution, accompanied by documentation on the prior notification and 
opportunities for public input, will be forwarded to the Minister of 
Natural Resources together with an explanation as to the reasons for the 
request. The Minister may wish to seek clarification or additional 
information from the initiating municipality;

Regional office, where no Conservation Authorities exist, and the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing, of the request for a change; 


(3)  Co-ordination/Technical Input by the Conservation Authority or MNR 


the Conservation Authority or MNR Regional office will provide written 
notification to each municipality within the watershed. Municipalities 
will include upper tier (i.e. regions, counties, etc.) and lower tier (i.e. 
cities, townships, etc.), whether situated totally or partially within the 
watershed.

office is acting in a co-ordinating role on behalf of the Minister 
of Natural Resources

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Municipal Affirmative Action Program 
Guidelines for Municipalities 


Purpose of Program 


1) To stimulate an awareness of and support for affirmative action in 
local government. 


2) To encourage municipalities to develop and implement an affirmative 
action program tor their women employees. 


3) To assist municipalities to enhance their administrative and financial 
expertise and to make more effective use of their human and other 
resources. 


Eligible Participants 


All municipalities in Ontario are eligible to participate, but counties and 
regions are encouraged to apply on behalf of their area municipalities. 


Municipalities which have already implemented an affirmative action program 
will not be eligible for grants in respect of the salary of an existing 
co-ordinator but will be eligible for grants to cover administrative costs, 
including educational materials, etc. 


How to Apply 


Interested municipalities should submit their proposals for a two-year 
affirmative action program to the Subsidies Branch of the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing. In Northern Ontario, or in areas where the 
county or regional government does not wish to participate, interested 
municipalities may make joint proposals. Only if a municipality appears _ 
able to justify appointment of a full-time affirmative action co-ordinator 
for a two-year period wil! an individual submission be considered. 


The proposals, supported by a resolution of council, should include: 


1) The purpose for participating and the goals which the municipality 
hopes to achieve. 


2) The proposed duties and reporting relationships of the co-ordinator. 
3) The support services to be provided by the municipality. 


4) The strategy to be followed in implementing an affirmative action 
program. 
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orting Requirements 


Municipalities will be required to submit semi-annual reports detailing the 
measures that have been implemented or are proposed to meet the objectives of 
the program, and the actual results achieved. Grant payments will be made 
upon receipt of these reports. 


It is expected that the reports would provide such information as: 


- basic data, including the number of women employees and their duties, 
classifications, pay rates, etc.; 

- @ review of the municipality's existing personnel policies and an outline 
of any new or proposed policies as they relate to affirmative action; 

- the steps taken to make employees aware of affirmative action and of the 
municipality's policies; 

- the types of educational or developmental opportunities provided to women 
employees and the level of participation; 

- the measurable effects of policies and opportunities on women in terms of 
hiring, additional training, secondments, promotions, etc. 


Provincial Assistance 


The province will reimburse 75% of the cost of employing the 
co-ordinator, including salary, administration, education, and promotion, to 
a maximum of $20,000 in the first year of participation and $18,000 in the 
second. An advance payment equal to 50% of the estimated grant will be made 
when an approved municipality hires its affirmative action co-ordinator. 
Semi-annual payments will be made upon receipt of the municipalities’ 
progress reports. 


A one-time special grant of up to $200 per day for up to 15 working 
days may also be provided to cover consulting fees to develop an affirmative 
action program or other directly related project for a municipality. 


No grants will be made after the end of the 1985/86 fiscal year when 
the program will be terminated. 


All records supporting payroll and other costs should be retained for 
audit purposes. 


The Ministry of Minicipal Affairs and Housing and the Ontario Women's 
Directorate will also be organizing information and training seminars during 
the two-year period. Affirmative action co-ordinators will be invited to 
attend to exchange information and participate in the training sessions.

other groups of new residents or the existing texpeyers. 


Apert from tne inequity of the merginel cost approach to determine 
Lot levies, such ean epprosch is wholly imprectical. Municipel 
water, sewer, hydro and rosed systems cannot be designed to deal 
onty with specific and reletively smell secreeges of undeveloped 
Lend. These systems must be designed es common system which 
together form en integrated system serving to one or sore specific 


parcels of Land.

Of late, with the proliferation of warnings to be 
conveyed to prospective purchasers, a practice has 
developed whereby the Financial Agreement has been 
supplanted as the vehicle for registering the warning 
clauses in favour of a form of agreement generally 
styled as a “Subdivision Warning Clauses Agreement.” 
This latter form of agreement sets forth the various 
warnings, collected and identified by subject matter, 
and requires that the warnings be included in all 
agreements of purchase and sale respecting the 
affected lots. This form of agreement, to date, has 
typically only been used in the larger plans of sub- 
division, where the range of warnings seemed to 
warrant an independent agreement.

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Recent examples include the Urban Equities Sherwood 
plans under File T-83005 and the Kaneff plans under

Such a form of agreement may serve to meet the 
concerns expressed at the General Committee meeting 
and could be adapted to incorporate all of the 
warnings pertaining to the Goodman subdivision.

Grants to travel to our official twin cities 
Recreation and Parks Department 


The City has been requested to provide tax receipts for 
donations to teams/groups traveling to Kariya, Japan, one of 
Mississauga's twin cities. The Legal Department advises that 
any donation of funds to the City is eligible for a receipt 
which is valid for federal tax purposes and further that, under 
section 113 of the Municipal Act, the City may make grants 
for any purpose that in the opinion of Council is in the 
interests of the municipality. 


While we want to encourage these visitations by our City's 

ms, the Corporate Grant Policy specifically 
mitigates against travel grants and we would recommend that 
this continue. However, if private funds were donated to the 
City, we could provide a tax receipt for federal tax purposes 
to the donors and then issue a grant for travel purposes. In 
other words, the City receives the donation, issues a tax 
receipt and then turns over an equal amount by way of grant 
to the traveling groups/teams. Having reviewed all related 
policies and having discussed the matter with our Legal and 
Treasury Departments we would recommend that the 
Corporate Grant Policy be amended to allow grants to 
groups/teams traveling to our official twin cities subject to 
the following conditions: 


1. That the traveling team/group is affiliated with the 
Recreation and Parks Department.

At General Committee on January 9, 1985. we submitted a report 
indicating that the Contractor for the Computerization of the 
Traffic Control System will be behind schedule and briefly 
outlined the highlights causing this delay. 


We also advised General Committee that we were meeting with senior 
personnel from the Canadian General Electric at 10:00 a.m. on 
January 10, 1985, concerning this matter and General Committee 
requested that we report back on the outcome of the meeting at 
today's Council.

Mr. T. W. Sutherland outlined in his letter dated December 19, 
1984, that they are contemplating major technology improvements 
and that C.G.E. has agreed to absorb any additional costs. We 
pursued this matter in detail and what is being recommended is 
a change in the master communications hardware from a C.G.E. 
in-house design to a hardware produced by the computer 
manufacturer. This communications hardware was not available 
at the time of the tender and C.G.E. claims that it is a 

much better product and will be more readily serviced in the 
future.

Japan. Our Legal Department advises that any donation of 
funds to the City is eligible for a receipt which is valid for 
federal tax purposes. While we want to encourage these 
visitations by our City's groups/teams, the City's Corporate 
Grants Policy specifically mitigates against travel grants and 
we would recommend that this continue. However, if private 
funds were donated to the City, we could provide tax relief for 


the donors and then 


make these funds available for travel 


purposes. In other words, the City receives donations, issues 
receipts and then turns over an equal amount by way of grant 
to the traveling groups/teams. Having thoroughly reviewed all 
related policies, and having discussed the matter with our 
Legal and Treasury Departments we would recommend that 
our Corporation Grants Policy be amended to allow grants to 
groups/teams_ traveling to Kariya, Japan subject to the 


following conditions:
